Spencer, Ind., Ju ly 22.— Angered 
because his mother was being abused, 
( harles Phillips, a young man of this 
city, shot and killed his stepfather, 
John Barry, Saturday night. 
The 
murdered man and Phillips had had 
trouble earlier in the evening and the 
boy had left only to return and renew 
the quarrel, which resulted in 
the 
hooting. 
The trouble occurred in 
the kitchen and was witnessed by the 
victim’s wife, Mrs. Mattie Barry, and 
Ollie Berry and his wife, who is a 
daughter of Mrs. Mattie Barry. Phil­ 
lips alleges that his stepfather was 
abusing his mother and had applied 
offensive terras to her. 
Three shots 
were fired, but the first two missed 
Bnrrv. 
The third shot penefrated 
Barry’s skull just above his left eye­ 
rie lived about an hour and a half, 
but never regained consciousness. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
shooting 
Phillips ran uptown, sought Victor 
Evans, the night marshal, surrendered 
himself and was locked up. 
At the 
coroner’s inquest Phillips testified that 
Barry made him angry by mistreat­ 
ment of hi* mother and that he had 
killed him. 
The boy was bound over 
to the circuit 
court to 
answer the 
charge of murder. 
Barry had been employed at the 
Hnited State* Bartme-s Bottle Com­ 
pany plant here for about eighteen 
months. 
He and Mr*. Mattie Phillips 
were married six weeks ago by Janies 
McClure, justice of the peace. 
A di­ 
vorce had just been obtained by Mrs. 
Phillip- from her husband, Ben Phil­ 
lip-. the week before. 
Barry and his 
stepson, Charles did not get along well 
together. 
Barry came to Spencer 
from East St. Louis, III., where his 
mother, one -i*ter and two brothers 
live.

chang e? 
Is it not sty led an awakening 
from the sleep of death? 
But, say s one, does not the second 
coming of Christ take place whenev er 
Ills holy ones die? 
Does He not Im­ 
mediately come to receiv e them unto 
H im self? 
Surely only a v ery lame theory could 
seek to bolster Itself up by such a per­ 
v ersion of the Scriptures. 
If Christ 
w ere to come ev ery time one of His

—Verily I say unto thee this day “ —this 
dark day , In which it would appear 
that I hav e not a friend in Heav en or 
on earth—this dark day in which I am 
crucified as a malefactor, a falsifier 
and a blasphemer—“ I say unto thee 
this day , Thou shalt be with Me in 
Paradise.” 
Paradise has not y et come. 
Messi­ 
a h ’s Kingdom has not y et been estab­ 
lished; and it must come first before 
Paradise Lost can be restored and the 
whole ea**th be made God's glorious 
footstool, as He has promised.

o ut fruit this y ear. 
If the o rehardist
